The ten townships selected for the survey, and thank heaven 
they, are not in Crow Wing county, have a total area of 215,680 
acres, not quite one-half of the area of the county in which they 
are situated. In these ten townships the delinquent taxes for 1925 
come to $60,513. 
It is a calamity when one considers the effect of delinquent 
taxes. 
The load is shifted to the tax-paying land on the tax list 
and is equivalent to an extra assessment of 6 per cent. 
There are 414 abandoned farm s in the ten townships. 
They 
were “not jackrabbit farm ers, either, but bona fide settlers. 
They 
had cleared 13,440 acres, which is better than 30 acres to the 
farm . 
They had buildings valued at $417,000. 
That is an aver­ 
age of more than a thousand dollars of improvements. The clear­ 
ings are growing up to jack pine and aspen. 
More than half the 
cleared land is already reverting to forest. 
The buildings are go­ 
ing to ruin, many of them are already falling to pieces. 
Clearing in th a t locality is said to average $40 an acre, so 
that the clearing represents an investment of $537,000. The aban­ 
doned farm s with the cost of clearing and the cost of the build­ 
ings are a total loss of more than a million dollars. 
That particular land, the forestry departm ent believes, is of 
a type where farm ing was foredoomed. 
The attem pt to make 
farm s of it was a tragic mistake. They urge, as the d e p a rtp ^ it of 
agriculture has urged and as every school of conservation * has 
urged for years, th at there should be a classification of lands in 
Minnesota so that such disastrous mistakes could be prevented. 
The tragedy of the 414 farm failures in ten towns is half the 
story. 
W hat about the other farm s in the same district, the 
farm s who have good agricultural land and who have half i 
chance of pulling through by hard work and intelligent effort 
W hat about th e m ! 
W hat becomes of the other farm ers when their tax load i; 
doubled! With rates in the neighborhood of a hundred mills, what 
will be the effect of doubling the tax load!

E ither the towns and the country are crumbling 
into insolvency or the remaining land must carry double loads 
Amendment No. 2 is designed to open a door to correct the 
situation. 
It won't help the four hundred settlers who tried to 
farm land that will raise no crop but trees. 
It will have a mate­ 
rial bearing on the other farm ers who have their half a chance 
Legislation in accordance with the amendment will hold on the 
tax list forest bearing land that is now slipping and will bring 
back on the tax list, if it works out, the forest bearing land now 
delinquent. It is noted that the lands covered by this survey were 
bought for settlement and actually improved.

right to take a chance.

argum ent rests, with Commissioner 
Landis apparently siding with 
the

Not all of R u t h ’s l l passes were 
intentional. But when a pitcher did 
set out to hand Ruth a base on halls 
th e stands did not like it and echoed 
their boos of disapproval. 
Most of 
th e fans are opposed to the in te n ­ 
tional pass. 
The baseball managers 
are in favor of it 
within recent 
years it has come to be as Important 
a part of the defense as the align 
ment of infielders close to the plate 
when there is a man on third and 
only one out. 
The customers say that they pay 
their money to see the hitters given 
a chance to hit, the managers coun­ 
ter with the contention that an in­ 
tentional pass is only a gamble any 
way and that the pitchers have the 
rig h t to take a chance. 
There the 
arg u m en t rests, with Commissioner 
Landis apparently siding with 
the 
managers, since he thus far has (ak 
en no official cognizance of the score 
of plans td do aw ay with or heavily 
penalize the intentional pass. 
The 
plans are Ingenious. 
Following are 
a few of them, the intentional being 
considered for purposes 
of 
debate 
t h a t in which the 
pitcher 
throws 
four straight ba I Im : 
1. 
The batter to refu se to go to 
first, another man substituting for 
him. 
Thus if Ruth were up and a 
man was on first, the 
big 
Yankee 
could not be walked on four pitched 
halls. 
Some substitute would go to 
first, the ru n n er would advance to 
second and R u th would still be up. 
Sooner or later the pitcher would 
have to get the hall over. 
2. 
The batter to take two bases 
Instead of one. 
3. 
The batter to have his choice 
of going to first or of waiting to be 
pitched to. 
4. 
The hatter and the man suc­ 
ceeding him in the lineup to go to 
second and first respectively. 
One of the conditions that seems 
most unfair in Hie suggestion is thai 
four straight balls are considered an 
intentional pass. Frequently a pitch­ 
er in trying to outguess the h atter 
is unable to get a ball over the plate. 
T h a t does not signify a purpose to 
walk the batter, but rather an ex­ 
cusable lack of control. 
And yet if the matter of intention 
were left up to the umpire, there 
would he protests from tile players 
and fans. 
Tile w riter’s guess is that 
baseball will see the intentional pass 
retained as a part of every m a n ag ­ 
er’s strategy for at 
least 
another 
season.
